KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 

IN SENATE. 

Monday, Sept. 16, 1801. 
The Senate was opened with prayer by 
Rev. Wm. McD. Abiiett, of the Methodist 
Church. 

The journal of Saturday was read by the 
Clerk. 

A ME.XSAUK FROM THE H. B. 

Was received by Mr. Lvse, Assistant Clerk, 
announcing the passage of several bills which 
originated in that House. 

A QUESTION - OF PRIVILEGES. 

Mr. JOHNSON arose to a question of 
privileges, stating what he had done as a 
member of a committee to visit Southern 
Kentucky, and said he was ready, if the Sen- 
ate wished it, to make a formal report, as 
the resolution had been repealed, under 
which he was appointed. He had visited the 
camp of Gen. Polk, and had some correspon- 
dence with him. 

Mr. SPEED objected to any report, and 
made some remarks expressing his disappro- 
bation of the course of Mr. JOHNSON in 
visiting the camp of Oen. Pollc. 

A MESSAUE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

The following message was received from 
the Governor, by Mr T. B. Monroe, Jr., Sec- 
retary of State, viz : 

CoUllOXWRALTn OF KENTUCKY, 

Execctive Department, 

September 16, 1861 
Gentlemen of the Senate : 

Three evolutions, adopted by your body, asking 
information, have been presented to me. 

In response to that inquiry whether, in my 
opinion, the State arsenal requires protection, Sec, 
T have to say that the Military Board have de- 
tailed for the protection of the arsenal all the 
force deemed to be requisite. I inclose a copy 
of a resolution of the Board on that subject. 
Recentl y the number of the guard has been reduc- 
ed to ten. I have no reason to apprehend an at- 
tack un the arsenal. 

All tho information in my possession touching 
the removal of amis of tho State west of Tennes- 
see river, will he found in the report of tho Mili- 
tary Board, which has already been laid on your 
table. A copy of the same is herewith trans- 
mitted. 

That report will also exhibit all tho information 
I have, asked for by the 3d resolution of the date 
of the 0th inst., except the number and location 
of the aotive and reserved militia, number of 
field officers of the active and enrolled militia, 
which will be furnished as soon as the Quartcr- 
inastcr-Gqnoral can supplv the fact*.

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. SPEED offered the following reso" 
lution, viz : 

1. Retolved by the Senate, That a committee be 
appointed to inquire whether Mr. John M. John- 
son, Senator from McCracken, has since the as- 
sembling of this body visited tho camp of tho 
forces that have invaded this State. 

2. By what authority, aad for what purpose. 

3. Whether he.did. as a member of this body, 
hold uny communication or correspondence with 
those in command of said forces. 

i. If such visit was paid by him, any and all 
tho facts connected therewith. Said «ominittcc 
shall have power to send for persons and papers. 
Said commitlco are directed to report tho facts, 
and what action should be had thereon. 

Mr. GLENN moved to anrend the .3d res- 
olution by adding "and if so. they report 
said correspondence:" accepted. 

Some discussion arose, in which Messrs. 
HEAD. (iLENN. CHAMBERS and PHALL 
opposed the resolutions. 

Messrs. SPEED and ALEXANDER 
urged the passage of the resolutions. 
Mr. ALEXANDER said: 
Mb. Speaker: I shall favor the passage of the 
resolutions, and the investigation therein contem- 
plated, in order that tho Senate may be put in 
possession of all the facts. We can then act ad- 
visedly and fully in the premises. This investi- 
gation is due to the Senator from McCracken. 
Not that I charge him with doing anything im- 
proper in this matter, but I see from the public 
prints that he went into the enemy's camp at Col- 
umbus, and. claiming to be chairman of a com- 
mittee whose functions had been revoked, he 
holds and puts in circulation an unauthorized 
correspondence with a rebel chief. That Senator 
will see that he very greatly transcended his an 
thority in holding tho correspondence aforesaid 
and certainly in asking the withdrawal of the 
troops at Columbus. He and his fellow-ootnmit- 
teemen were sent to gather facts, not to correspond 
with military commanders, or to ask the with- 
drawal of troops. This Senate would not claim 
that power even to itself much less would tho 
Senate delegate that authority to a committee or 
a single member thereof. The action of the Sen- 
ator from McCracken was wholly unauthorized, 
even under the commission under which he claim- 
ed to act. Wo are told by the Senator that a 
'•Bag of truce" was tendered him by tho Com- 
manding tleneral of tho Confederate forces at 
Columbus to go to his home at Paducah. Has it 
come to this, that Kcntuckians, sent on the busi- 
ness of this Legislature, have to ask or are will- 
ing to seek protection under the enemy's Hag? 
For one, sir, I want to resent this insult. I want 
to say to the rebel chief at Columbus that he must 
and shall leave our soil. If ho is willing to go 
peaceably all well, but if not I for one am in fa- 
vor of appealing to the chivalry of our beloved 
Kentucky, and compel him to go. The Legisla- 
ture has said that ho should go "unconditional- 
ly," and we should execute that edict, if needs 
be, at the cannon's mouth. I want all theso facts 
put in some tangible shapo, in order that we may 
speak out on these important questions. Great 
principles are involved : tho honor of the State 
and the standing of Kcntuckians arc involved in 
the determination of these important principles, 
and 1 shall therefore voto for the fullest investi- 
gation. 

Mr. JOHNSOX made some explanatory 
remarks in reply to Mr. ALEXANDER 

Mr. PENXEBAKER moved the previous 
question, which was ordered. 

The resolutions, as amended, were then 
adopted by vcas 25, nays 9. 

The SPEAKER appointed the following 
committee, viz : 

Messrs. SPEED, M. P. MARSHALL and 
GLEXN, to act under the resolutions. 

srEciAi. order, for 10} o'clock. 

A bill to provide for the security of the 
arms of the State, and the protection of the 
railroads, was read a second time. 

Mr. 1RVAN offered an amendment: 
jected. 

Mr. CISSELL offered an amendment as a 
proviso to the 1st section in effect, "that the 
bill shall not apply to any company of the 
State Guard, unless the company is entirely 
disbanded." 

Mr. SPEED opposed the amendment. 

Mr. CISSELL replied and advocated it, 
and opposed the bill unless so amended. 

Mr. T. F. MARSHALL replied to Mr. 
CISSELL and advocated the bill. 

Mr. PENXEBAKER also replied to Mr. 
CISSELL, and showed that the same power 
was heretofore in the Inspector General: he 



I favored the bill, and opposed the amend- 
ment. 

| Mr. WORTH I NGTON opposed the amend- 
I ment, and advocated the bill. 

Mr. SPEED replied to Mr. CISSELL, and 
again opposed the amendment and advoca- 
ted the bill. 

Mr. CISSELL replied to Messrs. WORTH - 
INGTON, MARSHALL and SPEED, and 
urged thu. adoption of his amendment atcon- 
siderabl(nength. 

Mr. MARSHALL replied to Mr. CIS- 
SELL, and opposed the amendment, and fa- 
vored the bill at considerable length. 

The amendment was then rejected by 
yeas 10, nays 22. 

Mr. GROVER offered an amendment to 
strike out the 4th section of the bill. The 
section is as follows: 

J 4. Said board is authorized to provide for the 
protection and security of all the property of the 
State mentioned in this act and the railroads in 
this State, and to that end may employ n police 
force, at the cost of the State, that may. in tho 
discretion of tho board, be sufficient for the pur- 
pose. 

Mr. GRflVER addressed the Senate at 
length in opposition to the bill, and in sup- 
port of his amendttient. 

Mr. GOODLOE replied briefly to Mr. 
GROVER. He opposed the amendment 
and favored the bill. 

The amendment was then rejected bv veas 
11. nays 19. 

Mr. CHAMBERS offered an amendment 
by striking out the penalty of "of not less 
tlian $1,000," so as to leave the minimum 
fine to the discretion of a jury : adopted by 
yeas 17, nays 15. 

Mr. RHEA offered an amendment to add 
a section to the bill, " That no order of the 
board shall take effect unless adopted by 
four-fifths of the board." 

Mr. RHEA advocated the amendment 
briefly. 

Mr. GOODLOE replied, and opposed the 
amendment. 

The amendment was rejected by yeas 10. 
nays 23. 

Mr. ALEXANDER moved a reconsidera- 
tion of the vote adopting the amendment of 
Mr. CHAMBERS : reconsidered by yeas 20, 
nays 13. 

The said amendment was then rejected by 
yeas 13, nays 19. 

Mr. 1RVAN offered an amendment to 
change the time allowed for the return of 
arms from 4K hours to one week : rejected. 

Mr. PENXEBAKER moved an amend- 
ment by adding to railroads to be protected, 
"also the locks and dams": adopted. 

Mr. PRALL moved an amendment fixing 
the minimum penalty of fine at $100 instead 
of $1,000 as fixed bv"the bill : adopted. 

Mr. GOODLOE moved to amend the bill 
by adding a section to the bill : "That the 
sheriffs. constables, jailers, marshalsof towns, 
and police officers of the State shall obey 
the orders of the Board, in relation to the 
property mentioned in this bill under a pen- 
alty of not less than $50 nor more than 
$2(10": adopted. 

The bill as amended was then ordered to a 
third reading. 

Mr. ALEXANDER moved that the third 
reading of the bill be dispensed with: neg- 
atived by yeas 23, nays 10, requiring lour 
fifths to dispense. 

The bill was then ordered to be read a 
third time to-morrow at KM o'clock. 



LEAVE to bring in a bill.

GOVERNOR' S MESSAGE. 

The rules were dispensed with, and the 
Governor's message sent in this morning, in 
response to resolutions, was taken up and 
re-id relerred to the committee on Military 
Affairs together with the report of the Mili- 
tary Board.

Mr. WORTH INGTON presented the re- 
port of the Deaf and Dumb Asylum : order- 
ed to be printed, and referred to the Finance 
committee.

MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR. 

A message was received from the Govern- 
or, by Mr. Monroe, Secretary of State, trans- 
mitting a telegraphic dispatch from Gen. Zol- 
licoffer. which is as follows, viz: 

KNOXVH.I.E. Texx., Sept. 14th. 
To Hit Excellency, B. MaCOFFIX: 

Sir: The safety of Tennessee requiring, I occu- 
py tho mountain passes at Cumberland, and the 
three long mountains in Kentucky. For weeks 
I have known that tho Federal Commander at 
Hoskin's Cross Roads was threatening the invas- 
ion of F.ast Tennessee, and ruthlessly urging our 
people to destroy their own road and bridge. I 
postponed this precautionary until the despotic 
government at Washington, refusing to recognize 
tho neutrality of Kentucky, has established formi- 
dable camps in the centre and other parts of the 
State, with the view — first, to subjugate our gal- 
lant State, and then ourselves. Tennessee feels, 
and has ever felt, towards Kentucky as a twin- 
sister; their people arc as one people in kindred, 
sympathy, valor, and patriotism: we have felt, 
and still feel a religious respect for Kentucky's 
neutrality: we will respect it as long as our safety 
will permit; if tho Federal forces will now with- 
draw from their menacing position, the force un- 
der my command shall immediately be withdrawn.

Slit: The Mississippi river, below tho mouth of 
the Ohio, is the property of Kentucky and Mis- 
souri jointly. It has been very recently used by 
the armeil vessels of the I'nitcd States Govern- 
ment, engaged in assisting the operations o'f its 
forcc^in Mississippi county, Missouri, against tho 
State government. I allude, particularly, to the 
presence of United States gunboats in tho rivor at 
Columbus, Kentucky , to protect the forces engaged 
in fortifying tho Missouri shore immediately op- 
posite. This appears to me to ben clear violation 
of the neutrality Kentucky proposes to observe in 
the present war. 

The Governor of Missouri has placed in mv- 
chorgc the interests of the State in its south-east- 
ern quarter. I therefor, deem it my duty, re- 
spectfully, to inquire of you what course your 
State will take in reference to the military move 
ments above mentioned.

Hemdrcd, That a committee of thirteen be ap- 
jointedby the Speaker of this House, to prepare 
>1 Is of the following character, viz : 

1st. A bill or bills to meet the exigencios of 
tho invasion and " illegal occupation" of the 
State by troops of tho so-called or Confederate 
tates, or Tennessee, or both. 
2d. A bill or bills to relieve the Finances of the 
State. 

id. A bill or bills to provide for the calling of 
a national convention, or sonic other modo of ar- 
bitrament to consider tho differences, difficulties, 
and misfortunes of the nation, with a view to 
their permanent settlement, and an enduring 
peace, based on plain constitutional provisions, 
mutually forgiving the errors and wrongs of the 
past, and assuring security and good-fellowship 
in tho future. 

4th. A bill to solemnly call, in the name of the 
people of Kentucky and her illustrious dead, on 
tho United States Government and those in au- 
thority of the Confederate or seceded States, for 
an armistice of ninety days, to give time to con- 
sider these propositions ; to appoint a joint com 
mittec to negotiate for the armistice, and the re 
moval of obstacles to tho same. 

5th. Rcsolverr, That the Governor is hereby re- 
quested to immediately - transmit a copy of the 
foregoing resolutions to the Presidents of the 
United and Confederate States, and to the Gov 
ernors of all the States and territories. 

Mr. ALLEN offered the following joint 
resolution, which was referred to the com 
mittee on Federal Relations, viz : 

Whereas, peace is desired by the people of Ken- 
tucky, whose prosperity is destroyed by war. The 
present war was not begun by the United State 

the government to which we belong — nor has it 

been participated in by us; but in the contest we 
have observed a strict neutrality, and had hoped 
to be able to preserve that neutrality to the close 
of the war, but our soil has been desecrated, our 
territory invaded, our towns seized, and our ncu 
trality violated by armed troops from tho South 
ern Confederacy, and it would be degrading in us 
to listen to terms of peace or compromise before 
those troops are withdrawn, and ample apology 
made for their invasion; and whereas, the occu- 
pation of Paducah by the forces of the United 
States was in consequence of the invasion by tho 
Confederate troops, and for the purpose of de 
fending the peace, neutrality, and honor of the 
State, and it would be discourteous to the govern 
ment and ungrateful and impolitic in the State, to 
request a withdrawal of the United States troops 
at this time — wherefore it is 

Retained, That the withdrawal of tho Confcd 
crate forces from the boundaries of K6ntucky is 
the condition precedent to the discussion of any 
terms of peace. 

Mr. V. B. YOUNG offered the following 
joint resolutions, which were referred to the 
committee on Federal Relations, viz: 

Rctolved, That upon the withdrawal of tho 
forces of the Confederate or Seceded States from 
Kentucky, which has heretofore passed both 
branches of the Genera! Assembly, the President 
of the United Slates be and he is hereby request- 
ed t<> withdraw the troops of the United States 
from the soil of Kentucky. 

Retohed, That upon the withdrawal of the 
troop! of tho seceded States, and of tho United 
State*, as aforesaid, tho neutrality of Kentucky 
a - heretofore declared by the resolutions of tho 
lust Legislature of Kentucky, can be best preserv 
• 1, and that this General Assembly will devote it 
self to the preservation of the lives, liberty, and 
oroperty of the people against internal violence 
Retohed, That the proclamation of Major-Gea 
eral John C. Fremont, emancipating slaves in the 
State of Missouri, is unconstitutional, and in di 



Whereas, the preservation of republican and 

constitutional governments depend upon their 
acting strictly within the limits of the powers 
conferred upon them in their respective constitu- 
tions; and whereas, a government without consti- 
tutional restraint or limitation as to its powers, or 
in which such limitations are disregarded, is a 
pure despotism ; therefore, at all times, and more 
especially when the liberties of the country are 
imperiled, it is the duty of tho representatives of 
the people to guard against any and all violav 
tions of tho constitution and the reserved rights 
of the. States and the people; and whereas, in our 
system of complicated governments, imposing 
double governmental obligations on every citi- 
zen, it is necessary for an honest performance of 
his duty to understand where' sovereignty re- 
sides, and where his allegiance is duo in a conflict 
between the State and Federal Government — 
therefore, 

Resolved hy the General Attcmbly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, 1st. In our political sys- 
tem each State is a sovereign, independent, po- 
litical community, and the sovereignty resides in 
the people of each State, and the constitution 
adopted by them limits and defines the powers 
delegated to the State governments, and may be 
altered or abolished by the people in convention 
assembled, but may not be altered, suspended, or 
abolished by State or Federal Government, or 
any department thereof ; and such an attempt 
would be treason against representative govern- 
ment. 

2d. The constitution of the United States is a 
compact between the States ratifying the same, 
and not an original agreement between tho peo- 
ple, of all the States, considered as a single po- 
litical community : the powers in said constitution 
conferred arc delegated and not surrendered, and 
arc sufficient for self-preservation, and for carry- 
ing into execution every purpose contemplated 
by the people of the States in their establishing 
the constitution; and tho assumption' of power 
by any department in the Federal Government, 
or any agent or officer thereof, which are not del- 
egated, is revolutionary, and subversive of a 
limited constitutional government. 

3d. The embnrgo upon the commerce of the 
country, the increase of the army and navy, and 
the suspension of the writ of habeas corpus, by 
the President of the United States, and those act- 
ing by his authority, were each in that authWity 
of law, and arc dangerous infractions of the Con- 
stitution : and the act passed by the Congress of 
the United States, to legalize the illifgal and un- 
constitutional acts of the President, is an assump- 
tion of sovereignty by tho Congress and the Pres- 
ident, which makes thorn, as the British parlia- 
ment, the omnipotent power in the United States, 
who can do no wrong. 

•It'n. The acts passed by the present Congress 
of the United States, in relation to the oaths ta- 
ken by the cadcU at We*r- Point, and the agents 
of the Government, virtually absolving them from 
their allegiance to the States, and nlso to make 
the resistance of any person, or combinations in 
any State or territory, to any law of the United 
States, a high crime and misdemeanor; and also 
an act in relation to tho confiscation of slave and 
other property in the seceding States ; and also 
the proclamation of Gen. Fremont, the agent of 
tho President of tho United States in Missouri, 
declaring martial law throughout the State, and 
emancipating the slaves, aro unconstitutional as- 
sumptions of power, threatening the annihilation 
of all Stato governments, the overthrow of our 
social system, and the establishment of a great 
central systepj. 

5th. That an Union between the States preserv- 
ed by forco is in violation of the principles of re- 
publican government — n pure despotism. That 
Kentucky is in favor of a faithful adherence to 
tho constitution and all the compromises and 
rights secured to the contracting parties therein 
by all parties. That the existing war waged be 
tween the sections must result cither in the sepa 
ration of the country or the subjugation of one 
ection by the other, and, if continued, the over 
throw of republican and free government, and tho 
ruin of the whole country, and thorefore Kentucky 
cannot become a party thereto, and will use every 
honorable means to accomplish a restoration of 
peace between the parties. 

Mr. EDMUNDS offered the following 
resolutions, which were referred to the com 
mittee on Ways and Means, viz: 

Retolved, That the destruction of the com 
merce and credit of the country, by the present 
civil strife, and the reduction of the circulating 
medium or bank paper by our banks, to probably 
less than four and n half millions — it being in the 
proportion of one dollar circulation to one hun 
dred and sixty-four dollars worth of property- 
presents to the Legislature an alarming view of 
ublic affairs, and that the debtor class of the 
country are, by the action of the bnnks, and the 
revolutionary condition of the country, threaten- 
ed with irretrievable ruin. 

2. That such a state of affairs requires legisla 
tive interposition, and further aid either by the 
extention of the present relief laws, in whole or 
in part, by extending the time for which the val 
uation of personal property under execution 
sales is to remain in force. Or by the creation of 
a circulating medium or currency, entirely under 
the control of the State Government, so that tho 
life-blood of trade, and the means of safety to the 
citizens, may be under the control of the agents 
of the people; and that the said resolutions be re 
ferred to the committee on Ways aud Means, with 
instructions to report. 

Mr. CONKLIN offered the following joint 
resolutions, which were referred to the com- 
mittee on Federal Relations, and ordered to 
be printed, viz: 

Whereas, The people of Kentucky have, from 
the beginning, ardently desired and still cherish 
the hope that they may not be involved in the un- 
natural prevailing civil strife: that Kentucky is 
now, as she ever has been, willing and ready to in- 
terpose her friendly mediation in adjusting terms of 
peace and reconciliation alike honorable and just 
to all; but as her wishes to mediate and restore 
harmony may not avail at present, and it is very 
desirable that the people in the mean time, should 
act in harmony and beat peace among themselves, 
so that if they shall be involved in war, they will, 
as far as possible, relievo and paliato its calami- 
tics; therefore, 

Resolved Jty the General Attcmbly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That if collisions between 
hostile armies shall take place within our territo- 
ry, that it is most earnestly recommended to the 
people of Kentucky not to engage in civil strife 
amongst themselves on account of differences of 
political opinions; that it is the duty of the people 
to be obedient to the civil authorities, and respect, 
in times of war as well as pcaec, all the rights 
guaranteed to crery citizen by the constitution 
and laws of the land: that all good citizens, how- 
ever they may differ in political opinions, should 
unite in protecting each other in their rights of 
life, liberty, and property, against all and every 
invasion thereof by unlawful raids, mobs, maraud- 
ing bands, or other evil-disposed persons, and aid 
the civil authorities in arresting all such persons 
and bringing them before the courts for trial. 

2. Resolved, That we, the Representaiives of the 
present General Assembly, hereby pledge ourselves 
to a strict observance of the foregoing resolutions, 
and earnestly recommend a like observance by 
all the people of the State of Kentucky. 



Mr. G. M. THOMAS offered the following 
resolution, which was referred to the com- 
mittee on the Judiciary, viz : 

Retained, That tho committee on the Judiciary 
be requested to inquire into the propriety of pass- 
ing a law exempting tho proporty of Kcntuckians, 
now in the United States service, from sale un- 
der execution, while in said service ; and that said 
committee report by bill or otherwise.

beyond the constitutional period — therefore be it

LETTER FROM HON. JOSEPH HOLT TO 
PRESIDENT LINCOLN. 

Washington, Sept. 12th, 1861. 
Dear Sir : The late act of Congress, pro- 
viding for the confiscation of the estates of 
persous in open rebellion against the gov. 
ernment, was, as a necessary war measure, 
accepted and fully approved by the loyal men 
of the country. It limited the penalty of 
confiscation to property actually employed 
in the service of the rebellion with the know- 
ledge and consent of its owners, and instead 
of emancipating slaves thus employed, left 
their status to be determined either by the 
courts of tile United States, or by subsequent 
legislation. The proclamation, however, of 
General Fremont, under date of the 30th of 
August, traoscends, and of course; violates 
the law in both these particulars, and de- 
clares that the property of rebels, whether 
used in support of the rebellion pr not, 
shall be confiscated, and, if consisting in 
slaves, that they shall be at once manumit- 
ted. The act of Congress referred to, was 
believed to embody the conservative policy 
of your administration upon this delicate 
and perplexing question, and hence the loyal 
men of the border slave 6tates have felt re- 
lieved of all fears of any attempt on the part 
of the government of the United Slates to 
liberate, suddenly in their midst, a popula- 
tion unprepared for freedom, and whose pre 
eence could not fail to prove a source of 
painful apprehension, if not of terror to the 
homes and families of all. You may therefore 
well judge of the alarm and condemnation 
with which the Union loving citizens of 
Kentucky — the state with whose popular 
sentiment I am best acquainted — have read 
this proclamation. The hope is earnestly i»- 
dulged by them, as it is by myself, that this 
paper was issued under the pressure of a 
military necessity which General Fretnout

ters in the mass of the unfortunate therein 
confined; and when properly conducted some 
of the best of men — the former as criminals 
bereft of their liberty, the latter as guardi- 
ans and instructors, whose moral character, 
it is supposed, have recommended them to 
public regard^i^jersons to whom may be 
safely committed the final execution of the 
laws. The two extremes of society here ol- 
fen meet-; and the student of human nature, 
ff^ivrtizalio'n, of the laws w and manners ami 
.ctifiionvV.of a people, will be able to trace 
(Kinrth iilfocu-s consequences to their causes, 
punishments to their crimes, and crimes to 
.their small beginnings in early life, not only 
clearly and satisfactorily, but in a way that 
shall open up the hidden laws of early edu- 
catioji^he secret influences of example, and 
theactual condiwon ol" society/where the pure 
are sown, in a very direct 
ami philosophical manner. It is here alone 
thai t!\e great question can be studied of the 
disTjn™ object of this mode of punishing 
criminals. 

In the days of Howard, and even for many 
y%ars later, in this country, the sole object of 
imprisonment seemed to be for the punish- 
ment of crime, and the more cruel and igno 
minious the punishment, the better it was 
thougnt to answer the great ends for which 
it was inflicted; the practical conclusion 
from it was that the severer and more cer- 
tain the punishment the more sure it was to 
deter from crime. This was the first theory 
and all of our early American prisons were 
conducted upon this principle. 

The evils resulting from this system be 
come apparent in the early history of our 
country, and in Pennsylvania were greatly 
modified as early as the year 1786, but in the 
other States did not secure the same atten- 
tion from the authorities for many years af- 
terwards. There then arose a rational theo- 
ry, which began by asserting thatt.all punish- 
ment, properly understood, was for the im- 
prisonment of the culprit, and, consequently, 
all its rigors should be softened down by the 
spirit of unmixed love. These were the two 
antagonistic principles which engaged the 
attention of philanthropist fifty or more 
years ago; and it will be seen that for the 
first twenty-five years of the history of the 
Kentucky State prison, the former of these 
two theories had the prevailing influence 
and that, after undergoing a slight change 
lor the better, it has again sunk back to the' 
original, if not gom*still lower down in the 
scale of human degradation. 

There is a tlrrd theory, however, which 
takes a middle position between the other 
two, maintaining that as there are two par 
ties in the case, so there are two sides to be 
looked at; that society is to be defended 
against the probable repetition of unpun 
ished crime, and that this is to be done in a 
manner most likely, at the same time, to 
benefit the criminal but unfortunate victim 
of the law. This third theory will be more 
fully discussed .in the future numbers under 
this head. S.
